Gréat German Inventor. Who Has 
Perfected the Dirigible Balloon Has 
Spent His Last Penny In His 
Fight to Fly—He Has Had Many 
Narrow Escapes From Death— 


Countess Has ‘Helped Him. 


If there is’one thing which the 
world and his ‘wife admire moré than 
another, it is pluck and perseverance. 
For that reason’ it is not difficult -to 
understand the enthusiasm sroused 
on the continent by the flying feats of 
Count Zeppelin. For fifty years he has 
been striving to solve ucrial naviga- 
tion. He has beggared hiinself, spent 
his whole fortune of $150,000, borne 
the gibes and ridicule poured upon 
him by sceptics, risked his life time 
after time, and yet never abandoned 


faith in his ideas, 


In the following words he described 
his aims to an’ interviewer a short 
«time ago: < 
tT intend to build a vessel which 
will be able to travel to places which 
cannot be appronched—or only with 
great difficulty — by other means of 
transport; to undiscovered coasts or 
interiora; in a straight ‘liné ecross.

Jcebergs are dangerous obstructions 
fo navigation on clear, dark nights as 
well as in times of fog. They carry 
no lights, and they cannot be de 
tected in the dark until close. upon 
a ship. 

Experienced sea captains possess a 
certain instinet: for detecting the 
presence of icebergs. Some captains 
cleim that they can smell an iceberg 
niles away. Saar 3 in the atmos- 
Phere wiirns them of the danger, and 
they double the watch and reduce 
speed until out-of the danger zonc. 
Then, again, when near an_icebe: 
the air grows suddenly cold an 
chilly, and sometimes there is a drop 
of several degrees in the temperature.

The proposition, in the Ianguage of 
the Saviour, was that he should tak« 
up his cross and follow Christ; and 
that as a reward he should huve in 
the present life tribulation from with. 
out, but the peace of the Lord within, 
and in the future life experience a 
éhare in the First Resurrection, That 
change to glory, hover, immortality, 
the Divine nature, means joint-heir- 
ship with his Redeemer in his great 
Office and work v- the Mediator be- 
tween God and the world during the 
Millennial Age. The terms are clearly 
stated,—self-lenial, cross ing, ser- 
vice for Christ, faithfulness unto 
death. The rewards also, as clearly 
stated, are crowns of life and member- 
ship in the Royal Priesthood, a seat 
with the Lord in his throne, an oppor- 
tunity of being one of the judges for 
helping and uplifting mankind during 
the Millennium. % 

Whilt stating the conditions clearly 
and distinctly, through his Word the 
Tord did not urge consecration, but 
said rather shat each >hould sit down 
first and count the cost. After hav- 
ing counted the cost, whoever chase to 
accept the proposition did so by mak- 
ing a Vow unto the Lord—a Conve- 
cration Vow of full submission—the 
full surrender of the will. This was to 
the intent that thereafter not only the 
condnet of life, but the words of the 
inouth and the meditations of the 
heart should be acceptable wo the 
Lerd. This comprehensive Vow 1s 
aymbolized in baptism, which, rightly 
understood, as explained by St. Paul, 
is a bspticm into membership in the 
Body of Christ (the Church), and this 
by baptism or immersion, “into 
Christ’s death.” 

Only auch as make this Vow are 
accepted at all ax members of The 
Christ, and anointed with the holy 
Spirit. It is respecting this Vow that 
St. Paul urges, in the words of our 





j text, “I beseech you, rae steed Go lee 
9 . “Tie: God, that ye 
“Do not speak of her’ said Jose’) T™ by the mercies of Ge ye 


resent your bodies living sacrifices, 
fois! acceptable to God, and your rea- 
sonuble service.” Our contract with 
the Lord is entered into, made sveure, 
by the vow of Consecration, and the 
remainder of life is merely a testing 
of the consecrated one, to determine: 
to what degree he really meant the 
Vow; to whut degree he uses his every 
endeavor to be dead to the world, dead 
to self, dead to all earthly things and 
aHve toward God and the interest of 
the Millennial Kingdom to which he 
has consecrated himself as a “tmem- 
ber" of. the Body of the Mediator of 
the New Covenant (Jeremiah xxxi, 31; 
Galatiens, iii, 25). 

Let no one lightly underizke a 
Vow unto the Lord. It carries with 
it weighty responsibilities, It would 
be better every Way that none should 
take the Vow without first undesstane. 
ing the matter and entering fully ‘inte 
the spirit of the resolution he makes. 
Once made and accepted by the Lord 
through the impartation of the holy 
Spirit, it cannot be annulled. But 
why should we wish to annul the Vow? 
Why should anyone who puts his hand 
0 the plow look back?) To use the 
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F Apostie’s illustration, why should the 
sow that was washed return to wal- 
lowing in the mire? Why should we, 
alter having renounced the world and 
received the\ begetting of \ the holy 
Spirit, and after having tasted of the 
good Word of God and the powers 
of the Age to come, lose the precious 
taste and appreciation of these, and 
return in craving to the beggarly 
elements: of the world? Surely there 
are no \ good reasons for so doing. 
Sarely the joys of the present life, as 
well as the hopes of the Kingdom to 
come, all should cncourage us to fully 
“set our affections on things above 
and not on the things beneath.” 

The world, the fl and the Adver- 
sary—all exercise influences contrary 
to our Vow or Resolution to the Lord 
to be dead’ to the world and to self 
that we may be alive with Christ and 
sharo hig glory—suffer with him, that 
we may reign with him. The poet has 
expressed the proper thought here, 
saying, : 


“My. soul, be on thy guard, ° 
Ten thousand foes arise; 
The hosts of sin are pressing hard 
* To draw thee from the prize.”” 
Much of our success in keeping our 
Vow of Consecration depends upon 
two things: : 


(1) The clearness of our grasp of the 
situation when we made our Vow and 
the thoroughness of our intention; the 
amount or weight thereof; the will 
Power exerted for righteousness. 

(2) An additional feature of great 
weight in the matter is the degreo of 
our knowledge.* It is in line with 
this thought that the Scriptures de- 
clare, “My people perish for lack’ of 
knowledge." God has given us his 
Word and informed us that it is “pro- 
fitable for doctrine, for reproof and 
for correction in righteousness, that 
the man of God may be. thoroughly 
furnished.” He has advised us to 

ch the Scriptures nnd to forget 

not the assembling of ourselves to- 
xether. And where his advice is fol- 
lowed and ‘the Scriptures are searched 
daily, not in a formal manner, but 
with a desire to know and to do the 
Lord's will and to be guided in his 
way, o strengthening of the will is 
effected. Correspondingly there is a 
weakening of the evil influences which 
oppose us xs New Creatures and our 
Vow. The Word of God ix so arrang- 
ed as to provide “meat in due season” 
for all of his faithful people, whether 
old or young, ‘in every time. As 
“babes in Christ,” as young men dad 
as full-crown sons of God. it is for 
each of us a storehouse of Grace und 
Truth, to make us strong in the Lord 
and in the power of his tnight. Only 
by appropriating: this spintual food 
can we have strength to fulfill our 
Vow, to finish our course with joy 
and to attain the Kingdom. Mem by 
item, as our minds ure able to grasp 
its unfolding. prospects of glory, henor 
and immortality, we “are thersby 
strengthened by the Lord‘s might in 
the inter man. 

In Proportion as we realize the facts 
af the cas; we may appreciate what a 
great bargain the Lord has offered us. 
We surrender in’ consecration our 
earthly rishts, privileges and pleas- 
ures, and recvive in return more hap. 
pifying spiritual blessings in the 
present life and the inheritance of the 
unspeakable blessings and glories of 
the future. It should, thercfore, be 
;come much more evasy to pay our 
Vows with a willing heart, as we grow 
knowledge of the 
Tord and his Word. Indeed, as the 
Apostle suggests, it is possible for us 
to reach the place where we can “re 
joice” in tribulation ulso"—knowiny 
that hereby our future blessing is 
increased. 

Ax the consecrated believer consid- 

ers what God has‘ already done, and 
what he proposes yet to do for his 
faithful, gratitude wells up in his 
heart and his inquiry is, “What shall 
I render unto the Lord for all his 
henefits?” The more he considers the 
matter, the more he realizes that his 
lalents and opportunities are necersar- 
ily small, insignificant: It is from 
this standpoint that the poct wrote, 
“O for @ thousand tongues to sing my 
great Redeemer's praise.” 
» [tis well indeed to show our appre- 
ciation of God’s grace by sonrs of 
thankfulness and praise, but we are 
fo. remember that not merely poo 
cudences are our acceptable sones, 
but that {rom the proper standpuint 
life itself! is the proper hymn of 
praise to be ‘continually .rendered to 
the King of kings. “Singing und 
taking melody in our hearts unto tha 
Lord” wiil imply that one works will 
be in) harmony—a song life” 
(Ephesians v, 19). . 

The Psalmist's agswer, prapheticn!- 
ly represents the rttitude of heart of 
all the faithful, Each is expected to 
say, “I will take the Cup of Sulva- 
tivn and call upon the name of the 
Lord” (Psalm exvi, 13). The cup of 
salvation at the present tine is the 
“cup" which our Lord proffered to 
his disciples, suying, “This is my 
blood of the New Covenant shed for 
many for the remission of sins. Drink 
ye all of it (Matthew xxvi; 27, 23). 
It is a “Cup” of suffering, self<lenial, 
self-suerifice, as rexpecta the earthly 
things which we give up, surrender, 
that we may attain the heavenly 
things as juint-heira with our Redecni- 
er. There might be danger, however, 
of some getting the wrong thought on 
this subject. There is a peculiar 
pleasure in drinking of the Lord’s 
“cup” of self-sacrifice, which those 
who heve never partaken of cenact

Throne with 
him would cost. He inquired, ‘Are 
Fe nble to drink: of the cup that 1 
shall drink of?" (Matthew x<, 2)- 
the cup of suffering, ignominy, dis 
Nonor, death?—“and to be baptized 
withthe baptism that I »m baptized 
with?"—not the bnptism into Water, 
but into that which is symbolized by 
the water—a baptism into his death, 















The apostles Indicated their willing- 
ness, we can do no more. If 
left to ourselves, undoubtedly the 


contract would be more than we would - 


be sufficient for. Our sufficiency is 
of God's providence—our great Re- 
decmer is our High Priest and Ad- 
vocate, able to succor us in every tine 
of need, and able to provide ways of 
escape from trials too hard for us; 
able to strengthen us when weak; able 
to give us the “meat in due season;” 
able to make us strong in his might; 
able to bring to our. attention the 
pe and precious promises of God's 
Word. Yea, says St. Paul, “I can do 
all’ things through Christ, which 
pircnecueneth me" (Philippians iv, 
~ In the context the prophet declares, 
“I will pay my Vows-unto the Lord 
{n the presence of all the people.” 
Publicly, openly, I will espouse the 
Lord’s Cause, “I will remember - his 
words, “Whosoever shall be ashamed 
of me, and of my words, of him also 
shall the Son of Man be ashamed, 
when he cometh in the glory of his 
Father, with the holy angels” (Mark 
viii, 38). 1 will be faithful in the per- 
formance of my Covenant to such a 
degree that my loyalty shall be known 
to all the brethren as well as to the 
Lord, who reads the heart. “Yea, and 
the worldly should know of the faith- 
Tulness of God's people, even though, 
not appreciating the matter, they 
should despise and count them 
fools for Christ’s sake. 

Vows of this-kind are not’ for the 
worldly# even though they be morally 
disposed. They are yet in their sins, 
if they reject the offer of Divine for- 
giveners upon Divine terms of conse- 
cration. Such may not think to take 
Vows of consecration to the- Lord 
until first they have renounced wilful 
xin and accepted redemption through 
faith in the precious blood. Until 
then they remain amongst the wicked. 
“Uhto the ‘wicked God said, What 
hast thou to-do to take my words 
into thy mouth (as a Vow) peeing 
thou hatest instruction and castest 
my words behind thee (Psalm i, 17). 
All who do not wish Divine instruc 
tion, all who spurn the Lord’s Word, 
are in this sense wicked—in a wrong 
condition of heart. We are glad that 
there is no truth in the theory that 
they are liable to eternal torture, but, 
oh, how much they are missing, 
nevertheless, of the joys of the Lond 
in this present time and of the glories 
and eternal blessings of the future! 

In closing, dear friends, Jet me sug- 
Fest te you a little Vow unto the Lord 
—itot as instead of your Consecration 
Vow, which is all comprehensive, but 
ns supplemental thereto—as specifying 
certain matters, which are indeed part 
and parcel of your Consecration Vow. 
The thought is that by this Vow these 
particular feutures of your obligation 
will be daily more prominently before 
your mind, It°is my belief that the 
taking of it earnestly and soberly, and 
the heeping of it, would be one of the 
wisest ‘New Year's Resolutions that 
God's people could make—moat hel: 
{nl to them in the peculiar time in 
which we are living. °

Deficits Not Surpluses. — 





Major J.-A. Currie, M. P. (Con., 

North Bruce,) delivered a speech on 
the budget just before the Christmas 
holidays which contained an extraor.

The only paper money that in accept- 
ed practically all over the globe is not 
“money” at all, but the notes of the 
Bank of England. Thbese notes are 
simply printed In black ink on Irish 
Iinen water lined paper, plain white, 
with ragred edges. The reason thata 
badly solled or worn Bank of England 
note is rarely seen ts that notes which: 
in any wey find thelr way back to the 
tank are immedlately canceled and 
new ones are issued. The notes of the’ 
Banque de France are made of white 
wnter lincd paper printed to biack and 
white, with numerous mythological and 
allegorical pletures, They are in de- 
nominations of from 23 francs to 1,000 
francs. 

Bank of Engiand notes are of a 
somewhat unhandy size—S by 8 Inches. 
South American carrency resembles 
the bills of the United States, except 
that cionamon brown and slate blue 
are tho prevailing colors, German car- 
rency is printed tn green and black, 
the notes belng In denominations of 
from & to 1,000 marks, The 1,000 mark 
bills are printed on silk Ober paper. 

It takes an expert or a native to dis- 
tloguish 2 Chinese bill from a laundry 
ticket if the bill Is of low denomina- 
tion or a firecracker label if for a large 
amount, the print being fn red on 
white ot yellow on red, with much gilt 
and gorgeous devices, Itallan notes 
are all sizes, shapes and colors. The 
smallest bills, G6 and 10 lire, are print- 
ed on white paper in plok. bloe and 
carmine Inks, é

POLAR PHENOMENA. 


The Mirage and the Mock Sun of the 
Arctic Regions. 

In the spring of 1900 1 changed 
over to the steamer Corwin and satled 
for the Arctic ocean to establish a 
trading station somewhere on the 
northern shores of Alaska, Although 
we went on a purely commercia! ven- 
ture, there was a good deal of talk 
about the pole during the seven months 
we spent in the almost contincous sun- 
Ught. 

Dr. Cook relates instances of seeing 
talrages above the ice fields—monuntains 
passing in solemn review and some 
times inverted apd standing on thelr 
peaks—but be goes on to say that there 
were no forms of life.

LONG LIVED OLIVE TREES.

Groves That Have Been Productive For 
Many Centuries. 

The longerity of olive trees is extraor- 
diuary, In Syria have becv found some 
remarkably ancient olive trees whose 
ages are established beyond question. 
A trust deed exists which relates to an 
orchard covering 490 trees near Tripoll, 
Syria, the trust deed having been ts- 
sued In the year 1430, 

Though the trees look aged, they still 
tear fruit of fine quality in abundance 
and are likely to maintain their pro- 
ductiveness for many bundreds ,of 
years. An olive grove near Beirut 
ix admitted to be the third Jargest 
olive farm in the world. Syrian frult 
farmers are extending olive culture 
with tuch zeal and effect. 

Under European systems of culture 
the Syrians make the olive tree bear 
cach season, while In the old days one 
crop in three years was thought to be 
all that the trecs could produce. The 
low cropping capacity of the trees was 
due to the native method of thrashing 
the fraits sfrom the branches with 
sticks, which seriously Injured them. 

The methods of grinding the olive 
for olf and picking the fruit are pecnal- 
far. Nelther the grinders nor pickers 
receive wares, but are paid op per- 
centage, The pickers recelve 5 per 
cent of the actoal frult picked, and the 
grinders cet 10 per cent of the fruit 
rround.—Durdce Advertiser,

TO KEEP EGGS FRESH. 


How to Preserve Them For at Least 
Eight Months. 


Fresh eggs in cold storage at 34 de 
reés F, undergo little if any cliange, 
or this temperature is sufficient to 
limit“the activities and prevent the 

growth of the more common bacteria, 

Tho. problem of preserving eggs by 
excluding air has brought forth num- 

crous methods. A ing to Ameri- 
can Medicine, German investigators 
Several years ago conducted a series 
of teats, keeping the eggs for about 
eight months in some twenty different 
ways, and found that immersed in 
brine all were unfit for use: 
Wrapped Per cent. a 

rap in paper ... ... -.. 2... 
Packed in bran or coated with 
Immersed in salicylic acid 
Coutsd With shellac or co 
Packed in wood ashes ........ 

Coated with vaseline or immersed 
in a solution of water glass or lime 
Tater, none bad. 

From theee experiments as well as 
many others it has been found that a 
solution of water glass offers about 
the best inethod of preserving cegs 
aside from cold sterage. Water glass 
is the common name for potassi 
or sodiuin silicate and is obtained 
the shops in the form of a thick liquid 
something like glycerine. One part of 
this to nine of sterile water makes a 
preserving fluid of the proper 
siThe vegas vahould be packed i 

1e eggs sho! ina 
clean, sweet vessel and the solution 
Poured over them until they are well 
covered, Preserved in this way in a 
cool place, they will keep for months 
and often cannot be distinguished in 
eppearance from the {fresh article. It 
is generally conceded that they Jack 
the flavor of new lsid eggs, but are 
in no way inferior in nutritive value.

That typhoid fever has been ra; 
to an alarming extent in Montreal 
and in other places, is to be regretted. 
Experience has 
taught us that pure water hay much 
to du with preventing the disease 
from = xpreading. A contemporary 
gives the following example of the 
honefit of a system of water filtra- 
tion. It points out that “The water 
for St. Hyacinthe, in the Province of 
Quebec, is taken from the Yamaska 
River. M. Al Connell, superintendent 
of water works states that before it 
was filtered there were in. proportion | 
to the population as many cases of 
typhoid fever as there now are in 
Montreal, but that after the installa- 
tion of the filtration plant tae | im. 
provement in the wator was reflected 
in. the general health of the com- 
munity, 

The plant at St. Hyacinthe has a 
capacity of 1,000,000 yallons daily, but 
these filttfs are built in capacities of 
1% gallons a minute upwards. The 
smaller sizes, however, are not tap 
filters, but are designed ta be con- 
nected to the supply main in the base 
ment, and thus filter the entire supply 
of residences, apartments, hotels, pub- 
lic institutions and other large con- 
sumers of water.” 

Would it not be well for our City 
Fathers to give this matter some con- 
sidoration before we are scourged with 
an epidemic of typhoid?

word “winked” in our text is 
used in a figurative sense to signify 
that God took no notice of, paid no 
me ntion to, that long period of time.

NOT GROWING COLDER. 





@arth’s Climate Has Not Changed 


Within Historic Times. 
Daring the last few years the suppo- 


sition that the earth Is growing colder 


has received a setback from the con- 
sideration of the consequences which 
result from the discorery of radium in 
the ‘earth’s rocks. If radium exists 
throughout the interior of the globe in 
the same quuntities In which it ap- 
pears in the surface rocks, then soch 
fs the volume of heat which it would 
render up that the earth ought to be 
gtowing hotter instead of colder. If, 
furthermore, the earth were slightly 
increasing in temperature, the amount 
of rainfall precipitated from the at- 
mosphere would become greater rather 
than less, and as at the same timc 
the amount of water shut up io the 
earth's rocks would also be forced out 
in greater quantities by increasing heat 
it would not be possible to suppose 
that the earth's surface was becoming 
drier, . 

Thereforo the supposition that the 
earth bas exhibited within historic 
time any general drying up or any 
tendency to revert to a glacial epoch 
bas been regarded with more and more 
suspicion, aud the hy hare 
Deen substituted that either the appar. 
ent variations of climate are local oc 
else that they are the results of some 
seesaw of conditions, the causes of 
which remain to be discorered, 

In short, whatever test be applied, it 
becomes extremely bard to show that 
the climate of any portion of the ciri- 
Mzed world has appreciably changed 
Within historic time.—London Post. 





Fresh Air a Foe to Pneumonia. 
Cold weather does not directly cause 
pneumonia, but it ts an todirect cause.

Don't be afraid of 
cold air, Pure cold air does not cause 
poeumonia. It's dirty, foul air that 
causes the trouble.—Bulletin of Chica- 
go Health Department.

INSIDE THE EARTH. 


A Scientist's ides of What Might Be 
: Discovered, 

“I bave bad the idea for some Ume’ 
past,’ writes Camille Flammarion in 
the London Strand Magazine, “of sink- 
ing a shaft into the earth for the ex- 
press parpose of scientific exploration, 
descending as far below the surface 
as the utmost resources of modern 
science woald permit. 

“The first result would be to obtain 
an inexhaustible source of beat, which 
might be distributed and applied. to in- 
Gustriat According to the 
most authentic estimates, the boiling 
polnt-will be found at a depth of about 
two miles. 

“Without doubt we should also dis- 
cover springs of hot water, like those 
which were found during the construc- 
tion of the Slmplon tunnel in 10903, 
with a temperature of 48 to 53 de- 
grees centigrade. We should alsocome 
wpon subterranean rivers aod cascades, 
which might be employed as a motive 
power. 

“The second result would be the ex- 
ploration of this unknowan world It- 
self, Who knows what curiosities of 
geology and paleontology might be 
rereaied by this investigation into 
these dark abysses of the earth-- what 
mines of fron, of copper, of precious 
metals such as cold, platinum, silrer, 
Tadiom and of elements hitherto un- 
known and unsuspected?

to my attention In consequence of the 
recent earthquakes and the extremely 
contradktory opinions of geologists 
upon the Interior state of the globe. 
1s this giobe quid or solld? From the 
most ancient times scientific men hare 
considered the problem under al) its 
Dearings without baring succeeded in 
Yghting upon any satisfactory solv 
tion, & 
“The railway tunnels which pierce 
the mountalas have done no more than 
traverse the Inequalities of the crust 
of the carth ‘The deepest shaft which 
penetrates the earth was constructed 
between 1893 and 1902 at Paruscho- 
Witz, near Ryboik, and is about a mile 
and a quarter in depth, scarcely tore 
then an insignificant scratch upon the 
surface of our globe.”

Nettles are couch used in 
Scoua Poland -and Germany 2s 
greens w jg and tender. furs- 
tane Is bolled with other vegetables to 
gite the disb a piquant favor. Sorrel 
is looked upon as a great pest by most 
farmers, dut choice teaves picked from 
sorret weeds make a splendid salad 
for a game dinner. Most people think 
milkweed potsonous, but it Js in fact a 
medicinal vegetable with a favor all 
its own. ‘he young lentes scem a 
cross between spinacb and asparagur 
and in # salad ure deliclous.—Marper’s 
Weekly. :

Samples of alr at a height of nearty 
alte miles have been receouy obtulped 
and examined for the presence of the 
rare gases. The coliccting apparatus, 
carried by a large balloon, is a serics 
of vacuum tubes, cach drawn out to a 
fine point at one end. At the desired 
height an electro-tnagnetic device, con- 
nected with each tube and operated by 
a barometer, breaks off the polur of 
the tube, admitting the alr. A few 
mipotes Jater a second contact sends 2 
current through a platinum wire round 
the broken end, melting the glass and 
sealing the tube. All the samples ob- 
tained show argon and neon, but no 
hellum was found in air above six 
milles.

The Zuni Indians Marked the Spot 
be With a Crude Shrine. 

“Why all this fuss and controversy a8 
to whether.it was Cook or cary or 
either of them or both that discorered 
the north pole? Surely the center of 
the carth is as important as elther ex. 
tremity, and the Zuni Indians hare the 
center safely corralled and appropri 
ately marked upon thelr reservation. 
They feel quite sure of It, and that 
ought to be sufficient. 

In the Zun! cosmogony the earth fs 
conceived of as flat and shaped ilke a 
pancake, Belng a chosen people of the 
gods, they were commanded carly in 
ibeir tribal career to go to the exact 
center of the world and there bulld 
thelr homes, and one of-the most in- 
teresting legends of the peopic reiates 
the story of their wanderings in search 
of the middle place and {clls how they 
knew ft when they reached ft. It is 
about 200 yards south of their village 
in western New Mexico, thirty-Ore 
miles south of Gallup, on the Santa Fe 
route, It is marked by a crude shrine, 
bail¢ like a bake oven, out of fiat 
stones. Two large removable fiag- 
stones close the entrance, which faces 
the rising sun. 

On the top are a number of concre- 
tionary formations, known to the In- 
dians as thunder stones, In the In- 
terfor are large numbers of feather 
tufted prayer sticks and sereral 
earthenware resscls Oiled with sacred 
meal, Numerous. ceremonial dances, 
in the vature of rainmaking rites, ate 
performed around this holy place.—

Curions official statistics are pub 
lished in Berlin tndicating the favorite 
Seasons for committing suicide fi 
Prussia. May, June and July are the 
“popular” months. Sfen prefer July. 
while women favor May. The fewest 
suicides take place In February. 
per cent of the male and 23 per cent 
of the female suicides occur in the 
springtime and the next most in the 
summer, autumn and winter In the or- 
der namtd. 

Berlin registers an arcrage of twenty 
suicides weekly {n June. Youthful per- 
Sons prefer the nighttime for suicide, 
while adults oftener choose the morn- 
ing or afternoon. The fewest suicides 
occur Immediately after sunset. Mon- 
day, Tuesday and Thursday are the 
“favorite” days: The fact that most 
suicktes occur on Monday and Tuesday 
is attributed to the reaction after too 
Joyful Sundays. Friday shows the 
fewest suicides, because people on the 
brink of despair often recover their 
courage in anticipation of the payment 
of. weekly wages next dsy. ‘The small- 
ext number of snicides take place on 
Saturday (pay day) and Sunday, al- 
though the number-of women who take 
their own lives on the Sabbath Is rela- 
lively high. This is attributed to the 
fact that women who live nlone feel 
their loneliness, especially on Sundays.

The “Worthy” Fuller. 

Intimately © conuected with the 
County of Xorthampton is that ‘‘stout 
Church and King-man,” Fuller, «ho 
speaks with a peculiar love of the 
reat corm county, ita fruitfol earth 
und plentifal water; and “if thut 
country cateem me no disgrace to it, 
I esteem it an honor to me.” At Ald- 
winkle St. Peter’s—his father was “the 
painful preacher” of that place—hia 
eatly boyhood was passed, until he 
was sept, at the early age of twelve 
years, “a boy of pregnant wit,” to 
Queen's College at Cambridge. He 
was preferred to the rectory of Brond- 
windsor, in Dorset, where he began 
his history of the Crusades, under the 
title of the “Historie of the Holy 
Warre,” suarked by his peculiar bum- 
or, for wit was the stuff and sub- 
stance of Faller’s intellect, which with 
his deportment, “according to the old 
English guise,” made him popular in 
the “voiced pulpits” of London, when 
he was called thither in the incinor- 
uble convocation of Canterbury, and 
which won him, when lecturer at the 
chapel of St. Mary Savoy, crowded 
mudiences which extended far into the 
chapel yard. A partizan of peace, a 
preacher of ardent Joyalism, when

FAMOUS STAMP COLLECTION. 
Sir William Avery Gathered £24,600 


Worth In Hic Time. 


One of the largest private ‘stamp 
collections ever sold has just been ac 
quired, for the° sum “of £24,500, by 
W. H,: Peckitt,-a London stamp)dcal- 
er, ffom the executors of the late Sir 
William’ Avery of Birmingham: Col- 
lected throughont « long life irom the 
ngo of cight, it is pencrally’ considered 
to be the largest general collection ctf 
postage stamps “next® to that 7in« the 
‘Britigh Museum. It is rich in all the 
great reéfities, comprises {rom 90,000 
to 100,000 stamps, and represents al- 
most completely the postal systems of 
every country in the world. 

Two, “‘gems’’ are unused ‘Postoflice 
Mauritius stamps engraved by a local 
watchmaker in Mauritius in 1647. The 
Prince of Wales paid £1,450 at auction 
for the two-penny ‘stamp unused. 
Only two copies of the penny stamp 
inthis state nze known. “Recently in 
Paris a collection of Swiss stamps of 
the millionaire banker M. Paul Mira- 
baud was sold for approximately £8,- 
009, but in the Avery collection there 
are several unique pieces lacking in 
the Mirabaud one. Unused copies of 
the dorble Geneva stamp, .of which 
there are seven and a half in one 
block, fetch £75 each. So rare is the 
whole top two rows of the five cen- 
times Engle stamp of Geneva that 
its value can hardly be estimated. 

The Avery collection of three-corner- 
ed issues of Cape of Good Hope in 
many respects is superior to the Ver- 
non. Roberts col oe ret to Mr. 
Peckitt in 1907 for The orig- 
inal stamps were engrayed, in Lon- 
don, but during a temporary short- 
age in the colony a local engraver 
had to provide an imitation. These 
are excessively -rare. Therc are a 
unique block of four of the penny 
brick-red atamp and a pair Spe a 
single of the fourpence unused and 
five superb used pairs. Among the 
stamps of Ceylen the unperforated 
nineponce liluc-brown stamp is val- 
ued at £125. The colicction also in- 
cludes 4 copy of the three-lire stamn 


The pair of the twenty-seven paras 
Moldavian ap are priceless, and 
in no other collection pill there be 
faund so large a Whmber of the rare 
first stamps of Moldavia, for which 
Sir William Avery had’ a penchant. 
On one day he bought three complete 
sets, twelve stamps, for £2,000—a re- 
cord dew] in nny single clasa of rarity. 

The callcetion includes many rare 
stamps of Great Britain, among them 
being some of the Parliamentary en- 
velopes issued in January 1840, some 
five months before the issue of the 
first stamp and the Mulready enve- 
lope. There is a part sheet of twenty 
of the rare penny’ black V.R. stamp. 
worth about £10 a piece singly, and 
of almost priceless value in a lerce 
block as in this instance. Sir Wil- 
liam has also an experimental stamp 
showing the first attempts to perfor- 
ate. postage stamps. by Mr, Henry 
Archer. : 

There are of the famous circular 
British Guiana stamps of 18560 the four 
cents on orange puper, another en 
seliow paper, two copies of the eight 
cents on green paper, and five of the 
twelve cents on blue paper, some 
being valued at over £100. Of the 
1856 series the one cent black on 
Inagenta stamp is missing, the only 
copy in existence being fa the pos- 
session of a French collector. Of the 
companion rarity. the four cents on 
blue paper, Sir William posscssed a 
superb copy valned at over £200. Of 
the next series of 1862 the four c-nts 
binck on blue is shown in a com- 
ple reconstructed sheet. including 
seventeen unused and unsigned cop- 
ies, each Jacking the signature of 
the postmaster. Only three examples 
of such sheets are known, the others 
being in the British Museum and in 
the Franch collection referred to. 

Unique again is the only word 
which will describe the beautiful un- 
used pair of the 12D black stamp of 
Canada, of which the collection con- 
tains five copies in all. This stamp is 
worth $509 fw carr.

Her childhood passed peace 
fully, her father, whose name was 
Trauclair, occupying « good position. 
She was yet in her teens when she 
came to Canada with her parents. 
Her meeting with her husband wes 
not without an element ‘of romaner, 
and, in fact, throughout her long life, 
things seldom seemed to happen to 
her as they did to other people. She 
seemed to have been selected to show 
just what a-woman could do, could 
endure, and conquer. She was many 
sided, and it was said of her that she 
was as much at home leading a ball 
with a governor-general as she wea 
presiding in » Hudson Bay post, and 
that no one coukl surpass her in 
charm in either position. 

The Clarke family have long been 
identified with what is now the city 
of Westmount, and for gencrations 
a large amount of property 
there.

The Old Dogmas Are Passing and Few 
Barriers Now Stand In the Way of 
ef a United Organization—Differ- 
ences of Calvinists and Methodists 
—Presbyterians and Congregation- 
alists Are One. 


Brooklyn, -N.Y., Jan. 16—Today 
began a series of Christian Mass Mcet- 
ings, which are to continue during’ 
four successive Sunday afternoons in 

>the largest Auditorium of Brooklyn, 
the Academy of Music, under the aus- 
pices of “People’s Pulpit Association.” 
The topic for the day was: 

“What Congregationalists, Presby- 
terions and Methodists must surrender 
in the interests of Church Fedcra- 


Pastor C. T. Russell of Brooklyn 
; Tabernacle delivered the address. The 
spacious and elegant Auditorium was 
crowded so that an overflow mecting 
with another speaker was deemed ad- 
visable. On the platfonn behind the 
speaker were several hundred men, in- 
cluding a number.of ministers. The 
audence as a whole was a very in- 
telligent one. The Hon. J. F. Ruth- 
erford, attormey-atlaw, introduced 
Pastor Russel], who said:“> 

I take for my text the Word of the 
Lord through tlhe Prophet, “Say ye 
not, A Conicderacy, to all them to 
whom this people shall say, A Con- 
{ederacy; neither fear ye their fear, 
nor be afraid” (Ieniah viii, 12). 

The desirableness of oneness in the 
Church of Christ is beyond dispute. 
The impropriety of sectarianism or di- 
vac is pow generally conocded, al- 

1

i 


ough twenty years ago many de- 
fended the divided condition of the 
Church as being helpful. They point 
ed to our Lord's words, I am the Vine 
end ye are the branebes; every branch 
in mo that beareth not {[ruit my Fa- 
ther, the Husbandman, taketh away. 
And every branch that beareth fruit 
i be pruneth, that it may bring forth 
-wnere fruit (fJohn xv, 1-5). They claim. 
ed that the denominatious were the 
branches. The evident teaching of 
the Master here is that his people are 
related to him in an individual sense 
and not as partics, sects or denomina- 
tions, and that they are dealt with 
from the individual standpoint as ont 
Church and not many. 

8s. Paul enunciated the same great 
truth (I. Corinthiana xii, 13). declaring 
that the Lord Jesus is the Head of the 
} Church, which is his Body, and that 
as the human body has many mem- 
| bers under the full control of the 
head, except when diseased, so the 

Church, ax members in particular of 

the Body of Christ, are all to be sub- 
ject to the Lord as their Head, Taney 
are all to be so connected with their 

Head, and thus with each other, that 
} when ove guffers, all suffer with it, 
| aod when one rejoices, all rejoice with 
jis because they all ‘have fellowship 

in the one spirit of the Head. ilenc: 
the eye cannot say to the hand, nur 
the hand the foot, fF have no newd 
vf you, for every member ls necessary 
to the prosperity of the Body as a 
whole.

It must be conceded that Church 
Federation ur Confederacy is iu many 
reepeets quite a different thing from 
the Church's oneness illustrated by 
our Lord's parable of the vine, ane 
the Apostle’s illustration of the hu- 
man body.

eration is proposed as the neurest pos- 
gible approach to the spiritual enjoi: 
ed Union, it is proper that we and 
all Christians everywhere should cu- 
quire carefully the omt and the 
implied in the Federation mover 
As the program shows, this series w 
meetings will consider impartialiy the 
cost of Federation w the crews ot 
the most prominent denominations. 
First in the list today we consider 
the sacrifices of Congregztionalisi.. 
Presbyterianism and Methodism. 

(1) As to church government very 
slight concessions will be required of 
any of the federating denominations 
Denominational liberties as respects 
forms of worship and methods of gov- 
ernment and discipline are to be per- 
mitted very loose min. The Fecers- 
tion proposes chielly the regulation 
of home and foreign mission work and 
a general watch-care over the invs- 

of the federated systems along the 
li; of political influence. The e¢x- 
pectution is that the political power 
of the Federation will have consider- 
able to do with moulding of legisla- 
tion favorable to the Feavration, and 
later on, unfavorable: to the smaller 
denominations not associated in the 
+ Federation, 
(2) it is along doctrinal lines that 
the sacrificing in the interest of Fed- 
| eration will be chietly demanded. 











Doctrinully Congregationalists and 
Presbyterians cre one; hence we may 
consider their sacrifices of doctrine 
in the interests of Federation as the 
same. They both uccept the West 
ininstér Confession of Faith with its 
Calvinistic foundation—that God, be- 
fore the foundation of the world, fore- 
ordained whatsoever comes to pass; 
that he predestined an elect, ruintly 
few to heavenly glory, and equally fore- 
ordained that the remainder of thou- 
sands*of ‘millions of nou-elect should 
be. maintained in eternal life to xl 
eternity, in order that they might 
suffer excruciating pains, both mental 
and physical, never-ending, as a peri 
of the supposed penalty of the “Origi. 
nal Sin” committed by our first par- 
“Apts in Eden. 2 

W@Rjdently there wil} be few pcople 
- in these highly intelligent Christinn 
bodics ready to insist, as our fore 
fathers did, that this element of faith 
is essential fo salvation. Few of ur 
would agree with Brother John Cal- 
vin, the great architect of this creed, 
that fellow-Christians rejecting this 
doctrine should be burned at the 
stake, as Brother Calvin-derided ip 
respect to Brother Servctus. No, thank 
God! We have outgrown some of the 
-pesrowness which so terribly lettered 
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FEDERATION. 
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some or our prevnern during the dark 


e8, 
ew any longer believe that there 
are “infants in hell not a span long,” 
because nonelect. Even where the 
doctrine of Election is still blindly 
held, few have the temerity to state 
their—betief-that any innocent infant 
was_predestinated‘ to everlasting tor- 
ture. But Brother Calvin’a conten- 
tion expressed jin the Westminster 
Confession is that there are no inno- 
cent infante—that the condemnation 
of Original Sin was to eternal torture 
and that Adam's children, “‘born in 
sin a shspen in iniquity,’ were 
therefore not innocent, but guilty— 
born under the sentence of eternal tor- 
ment and salvable from it only 
through membership in the Church of 
Christ. Indeed we may say that this 
theory was still older than Calvin, 
for did not St. Augustine first de- 
clare the danger of infants to eternal 
torture and the necessity of their be- 
ing brought into the Church of Christ 
by baptisin in onler to escape eternal 
torture? .And is not the force of this 
teaching still manifest amongst both 
Protestants and Catholics, us evidenc- 
ed by their fear to have an infant 
die unbaptized—eo that some, in ex- 
treme casce, even practice “baptism 
in utero?” 

Doctrinally Methodism is indirectly 
opposed to Calvinisin in every sense 
of the word. Poasibly Methodiets will 
have less ww congeds than Cuivinists, 
because, although in Wesley's day 
the doctrice of Pree Grace was com- 
batted on every hand. it is now the 
tacit faith of the vast inajerity of 
Christendom. The doctrine that God 
had premeditated and irrevocably fore. 
orduined the eternal torture of our 
race except o handful of the. Elect 
was too horrible a one to stand. So 
the Methodist doctrine of Divine Love 
for al] and Free Grace us respects sal- 
vation™has appealed more and more 
to the growing intelligence of man- 
kind, Nevertheless we cannot do oth- 
etwise than concede that it ‘will mat- 
ter little to the thousands of millions 
which all “orthodox” creeds consign 
to eternal torture whether they xhall 
suffer eternal tygonivs as a result of 
Divine lovelesspess in forcordaining 
their sufferings or to Diving. inabiliuy 
to vutwork for their benctfit the sup- 
posed advantages of Free Grace ar- 
ranged for them by Divine Love.

‘trinul union instead of a mere fece 
tien based upon the ipmurng of 
trine? We can all ascent to this, there. 
fore Jet us examine the facts.

customet to the election ef icllow- 
citizens te the Presidency, ts Con- 
Tess, ete, where they will have the 
rtunity for blessing the nuneleet, 
we should heave ceartied this same 
thougit te the Divine election of the 
Chureh! We should have diseeracd 
that t sleet Church, the “Seed ot 
Abraham” (Galatians iii, 20), is epe- 
cially intended te .be the channel ot 
Divine blessing to “all the families 
“of Ue earth” Genesis xxviii, 14). 

dlow strange that we) overiovked this 
and the assurance that with the cum- 
Biction of the Church Messiah would 
exalt her in the “Firat Resurrection™ 
te be his Bride and joint-heir in his 
Millennial Kingdou, to tr: established 
for the blessing of all mankind! How 
strange that we diel pot notice that 
every text of Scripture used by our 
Methodist brethren to substantiate 
their doctrine <f Free Grace belouge 
to the Millennial Kingdom! As for 
instance, the Bille, after tellinz ur 
of the completion of the Church now 
espoused to the Lord and after her 
marriage or union with him at his 
Second Coming, as “the Bride, the 
Lamb's Wife,”” tella that then “the 
Spirit and the Bride shall say, Come 
and whosover- will may come and take 
of the water of life freely” (Revels- 
tion xxii, 17). 

Ah, yes, we [sailed disastrously 46 
keep the Apoatle’x command, ‘Study 
to show thyself approved unto Ciod, 2 
workman that needith not to be 
ashamed, rightly dividing the word 
of Truth” (1. Timothy ii, 15). We 
failed to thus divide the Truth and te 
note the portion applicable now and 
the other portion applicable during 
the Millennium.

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They must take up their cross and 
follow the Lamb whithersoever he 
coeth. They must count their lives 
not dear unto then, but willingly sac- 
rifice their earthly interests that they 
may be participatora with their Re- 
deemer in glory, honor and immortal- 
ity, and in his great work of the Mil- 
Icnnium—the blessing of the world of 
mankind with o mental, moral, social 
and physical uplift. 

Cannot we all, Congregationalists, 
Presbyterians and Methodists, and all 
others of God's people, unite as ono 
body upon this Scriptural hypothesis? 
Are we not satisfied with the terms of 
this election—that they are sufficient- 
ly stringent to exclude all except the 
snintly?. Hearken to the <Apostle's 
declaration, ‘which we once so griev- 
ously misunderst He says Of 
God's election, **Whom he did fore- 
know he also did predestinate to be 
conformed to the image of his Son.” 
In other worls, when our. Heavenly 
Father foreknew and predetermined 
to gather ancelect Church as the Bride 
of Christ, he also predetermined thut 
none could be members of it unless 
they attained through faith and obedi- 
enev in the School of Christ churacter- 
likeness of Jesus—heart likeness to 
him—henee, as nearly as pepee an 
obedience of the flesh to his Law.

All shall then 
know, [rom the least to the greatest, 
that “Jesus Christ, by the grace of 
Geil, tasted death for every man.” 
They shall know that the redeeming:

There a popula- 
tion approaching 20,000 is dependent 
upon the raising of an output of coal 
exceeding four million tons annually, 
much of which ix exported to Cana- 
dian and United States ports, whilst 
Some haa even been sent to Europe. 
A lange portion of the output is, how- 
ever, uscd to smelt iron ore which is 
brought to the furnaces from the 
shores of Newfoundland, on the o 
posite side of Cabot Straits. Not on 
wo, but the resulting pig-iron, in very 
Jarge quantities, ia employed on the 
spot to produce finished steel rails, 
which are sent to the ends of the 
earth. These Sydney works are, in- 
ilerd, amongst the largest of their 
kind in the world. Nor are they with- 
out rivals even in Canada; in the 
Same vicinity there is another plant 
producinz 100,000 tons of coal and 6,- 
060 tonz of steel monthly. 
_ Elsewhere throughout the country 
imuwense iron deposits have recently 
been opened up. especially in North- 
ern Ontario, where the Helen Mine, 
unknown a decade ago, has already 
an output exceeding one million tons 
yearly. In the same locality is the 
remarkable deposit of Moose Moun- 
tain, already one of the greatest mines 
of its kind in existence, although, only 
two or three years ago, the country 
about it was the resort of vreat herds 
bf moose with whom the men who 
are engaged in locating the iron had 
sundry advantages; one being “treed”* 
by a particularly savage bull for 
twenty-four hours. 

Canada now produces a very Jarre 
Proportion of the world’s supply of 
nickel, chiefly {rom mines in the 
neighborhood of Sudbury, Ont. The 
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metal is found in an ore which con. ‘ 


tains also « considerable proportion 
ef copper, and it was copper that 
was being searched for “when the 
prospectors chanced upon the other 
Metal. That was Iss than twenty 
years ago, but in those days there 
was little demand for nickel, and a 
deal of valuable material was thrown 
aside as unsaleable. The case was 
eaticely altered when its value as a 
steel alloy was discovered in the clos 
ing years of last ce.tury, and now 
1,000 tona daily of the mixed nickel 
and copper ore is being smelted at 
Sudbury, where over 10,000 tons of 
pure nickel are produced yearly in 


addition to. an iminense quantity of ; 


copp'r. In most of the mines the-ore 
has been followed down to consider- 
able depths, but there fs one spot 
where it is wroucht opencast as a 
quarry from which a tremendous 
nmount of wealth has already been 
taken,

It is stranze staff which 
extractsl from ita matrix with pe 
culiar enre by specially-designed mn- 
ehinery, but the longest and strongest 
fibre is worth ‘thing up to Ie, per 
ID,, and until some other deposits are 
lovatal in Canada or elsewhere Thet- 
for practically controls the world's 
market for it. 

Lead is a metal in which Canada 
is exceptionally rich. At present the 
chief Iead mines ase near Moyle, Al- 
betta, which pend something like 
20,000 tons yearly. Canada's total 
heavy metal is al- 
ly im excess of that 
ain and Ireland, and is 
Pattie place her second nmongst 
learl-pr countries within 
British Empire, and sixth amongst 
these throughout the world. 

There is, however, more money in 
the silver which is often agsoviated 
with lend then in lead alone, and 
Canada has recently been proved to 
be exceptionally rich in” silver, es 
pecially in the Cobalt district. To 
what extent its production will) re- 
tunerate the workers, if the output 
goes on increasing in the ratio which 
it bas attained during the last year 
or two is, however, rather doubtful. 

Of mineral products which the Do- 
minion, so far, licks, tin is one and 
petroleum, comparatively speaking, is 
another. The former has been located 
here and there, but not in quantities 
sufficient ta make it of importance. 
That there is abundance of oil is well 
known. but that, for oue reason. or 
another, it haa not been developed to 
any considerable extent is shown by 
the circumstances that, during the 
last year for which ficures are avail- 
able, the Dominion’s output of it was 
only 77,000 tons, against | 16,000,000 
tons i& the United Statea, and 8,000,- 
000 tens in Russia. This, however, 
only xervesx to indicate the chances 
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after minerals, for which hot a tithe 
of its extent has heen thoroughly ex- 
plored. 4

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DR. RIGHARDSON DEAD 


Well-Knzwn Toronto Professor 
Passes Away Aged 87. 













He Was Formerly Head of Depart- 
ment of Anatomy at the University 
of Torente and Had Been Ilt For 
Over a Year—Was Born In North- 
umberland County In 1823 of an 
Old Family. 


Toronto, Jan. 17.—Dr. James H. 
Richardson emeritus professor of anat- 
omy of the University of Toronto, the 
first anvtical graduate of the Univer- 
sity of Toronto, and one of Canada’s 
rand old men, died at his residence, 
6 St. Joseph street, at the age of 8, 
at midnight, Saturday. He“was in ill- 
bealth for over a year. 

Dr: Richardson was born at Presque 
Isle, near Brighton, Northumberland 
County, in'1x23. His grandfather anu 
father were shipowners and masters 
uring, and for many years preceding, 
the war of 1812, In the attack on 
wego his father Jost his left ann. 
ir. Richardson first studied medicin+ 
in 1441, with Dr. J. Rolph, who was 
then an exile in Rochester on ac- 
count of the part he took in the re- 
bellion of 1837.. He then attended the 
first course of medical lectures at 
King's College, Toronto. There being 
only one othef student, who was ab- 
emt most of the time. Dr. Richard- 
600 was the first graduate. In let he 
crossed the ocean and enicred Guy's 
Hospital, London, and was present at 
the first demonstration of ether in 
London. In 1347, having graduated, 
returned to Toronto and commrne! 
practice, 
In 1550 he suceceded Dr. Sullivan 
as professor of’ anatomy in the medi- 
cal department of the University ‘ot 
‘oronto, which had only been consti- 
ted a.short time before, When that 
culty was discontinued in 1853 he 
ccepted the chair in anatomy in the

Customs Regulations. 

Ottaway? Jan. AZ.—Regulations — re: 
cently issued by the Department of 
Customs relative “te certificates -of 
origin on goods enteral under the 
British preterential tariff, and those 
covered by treaty or convention rates, 
come inte foree on and after Feb. 1. 

Inspectors and exporters are notified 
that the country of origin, in respect 
to cach article, must be specified on 
the margin opposite to each article, or 
¢lsewhere in the invoice, when the 
articles are for entry in Canada, under 
the British preference tariff, and that 
the certificate of origin must be writ- 
ten, printed or stamped on the face 
or back of all invoices, except for raw 
and refined sugars. 

It is also provided that ail cools for 
entry under the: Hritish preterential 
tariff are to be invoice] separately 
{rom other goods, and that in future 
the German surtax certificate can be 
dispensed with on British goods.

{ta Success Due to Two College Grad- 
‘ uates, , 

Housekeepers who are accustomed 
to. baying their clothes retarved from 
the laundry torn, buttoniess and spot- 
ted with identification marks will enry 
the good people of Hrookiine, Sass. 
who bare a laundry run by two col- 
lege gradoates. Laundry as done by 
college women and saundry work as 
done by the ordinary taundresses ap- 
pear to be two entirely different 
things. The very name and outward 
appearance of this taundry sugges 
this difference. Jt is called the Sua. 
suilne taupdry, and the building, paint- 
ed a creamy yellow, witha great many 
windows and skylights, suggests the 
dignity of the fine art of making 
things clean. Inside the place ts pet 
fectly ventilated, and all the workers 
look a3 if they enjoyed their work. 

‘Tbe frst step to the process of laun- 
deripg ts to mark the goods, and these 
marks are put, except in the case of 
sheets, collars and coffs, not on tho 
articles themselves, but on a plece of 
tape which is sewed to the article. 
Handkerchiefs, bowerer, are not mark- 
ed at all, ‘bose of each person oF 
family are put In bags aud run through 
the steam wasbers, and thro every 
stage the contents of each g are 
kept together. 

After the marking comes sorting and 
examination for stains aod other fo- 





tomers pay to have all their mending 
done, but no garment is allowed to co 
to the laundry without mending when 
It Ls evident that a few stitches at this 
stage will sare a great nang after 
ward. 

All pleces thac need specia! care are 
washed by hand, but everything else

sinister of Labor Introduces a Bill in 

* the Commons Which He Thinks 
Will Have the Effect of Stopping 
Predatory Wealth—He Would Em- 
power Judges to Call a Court’ ef 
Enquiry. s 


‘Ottawa, Jan. 19.—In the House yea- 
terday afternoon, Hon. Mackenzic 
King. Minister of Labor, introduced 
his bill to provide “for the investiga- 
tion of combines, monopolies, trusta 
and mefgers, which may cnhanoe 
Prices or restrict competition ‘to the 
detriment of consumers.” st 

“It is believed,” said Mr. King, 
“that the bill will afford a ready and 
convenient means whereby parties who 
have reason to believe that any com- 
bination is unduly enhancing prices 
or unfairly restricting competition will 
be able to obtain an investigation, and 
an effective remedy against any evile 
which may be found to exist. 

“This it is sought to obtain in the 
first. place by providing that six or 
More persons who feel that a combine 
exjsts, and that prices have been en- 
hanced or competition restricted by 
reasons of such combine to take detri- 
ment of the consumer, may make ap- 
plicati}n to a judge of the high court 
for an‘order to grant an investigation 
of such a combine. 

“The judge may call before him wit- 
nesses, but all that it is necessary for 
lim: to assure himself of, before grant. 
ing the ordet, is that a prima facie 
case has bee® made ouf. 

“When the judge issues an order for 
an favrstigation, the order is directed 
to the Minister of the Department, and 
“the Minister then calls upon each of 
the parties concerned to name a 
member of the board of investigation. 
The act in this particular proceeds 
slong lines somewhat similar to the 
procedure under the industrial inves- 
tigation act. The complaint and the

Midlands of England Are Giving 

Majorities to the Tariff Reformers— 

Asquith Does Not Like Drawing 
| Colonial Matters Into the Fight. 


London, Jan. 20.—All the returns of 
yesterday's elections, which are likely 
to be redeived, show that the Unionists 
gained five seats and the Siberala 
one, leaving the present position of 
the parties as follows:

Thus far the Unionists have a not 
gain of 45 scats. They must obtain 
at least 163 net gains to wipe out the 
Liberal majority in the last Parlia- 
ment. :

In London, where four boroughs 
polled, two remained truc to the Lib- 
erals and one to Labor, while the 
fourth went over from the Liberals’ 
side to the Unignists. - 

in Northern Rneland the Liberals 

nerally hold the ‘sea% won in 1906. 
this also is'true of Scotland, but the 
Midlands continue to go over to the 
party of tariff reform. 

All the London seats, with the ex- 
ception of Weetuninster have now been 
polled, and show a Unionist gain of 
12. In 1906 the division was: Liberals 
35, Labor 4, Unionists, 19; the present 
results are Liberals 26, Labor 1, Union- 
ists, 33.

The London seat which the Govern- 
ment lost was Hackney north, where 
Luymond E. Greene, the Unionist 
candidate defeated T. Hart-Davies.

The Liberals also fost one of the 
boroughs of Glasgow, that of Cam- 
lachie, where A. Cross, who was elect- 
ed as a Unionist in 1906, but went 
over to the Government side sour at.

CAVALRY ON “THE MARTH. 


The Galt of Mounted Troops ts Usu- | 
ally a Walk. 


People unfamiliar with the march- 
ing of troops frequently have the im-. 
preasion that mounted troops travel 
; at a trot or gallop while on a march. 
In the cavalry, however, the gait is 
usually a walk, oe 

There are reasona for this. The 
trooper is required to carry his three 
weapons—rifie, pistol and saber—over 
100 rounds of ball ammunition, his 
horseshoes and sundry other articles, 
all of which add considcrable weight 


to his own. This weight is more or 


less concentratéd at a few points in- 
stead of being uniformly distributed 
over the harse’s baek, so that 4t a 


trot, in spite of al] that may be done. 


to avoid it, the concussion at certain 
points is considerable, and if kept up 
tends to develop blisters and sores 
on the horse's back, which may in- 
crease until the animal is no longer 
fit to use, 
Constant vigilance is requircd on 
the part of the captain while on a 
long march in order to keep his horses 
serviceable and prevent his troopers 
from becoming dismounted. This is 
accomplished in part by marching at 
a wulk whenever the circumstances 
will admit it. By means of the walk 
we make four miles an hour, says 
Capt. W.'F, Flynn, U.S.A., in Forest 
and Stream, and as 2% miles is con- 
‘ sidercd a fair day's march it is thas 
mnade in about seven hours, consider.

Accompanied by a native and a 
camel carrying water and petrol, 
Mine. Harry set oat from Gabes, 90 
miles west of which the salt desert 
begins, As far as eye can see it is n 
dead white’ plain of saltpetre and 
magnesium crystals, without a vestige 
of vegetation. 

The silence is appalling. No birds, 
no snakes, not even a fly or a mos- 
quito is to be seen. There is a nar- 
row pathway through the marsh, and 
natives have rammed in wooden posts 
here’ and there as warnings against 
specially dangerous places. © These 
stick out of the Rlittertns surface like 
musts of sunken wreeka. 

Tho salt mud is a moving mass 
which continuously throws up to the 
Surface what it has) swallowed up. 
Skeletons of men and beasts of bur- 
den, bleached as white as snow by 
the action of the salts, lie strewn 
nbout, 

“The glittering salt particles which 
soou covered us," Mme, Ilarry writes, 
“gave us the impression that we were 
traveling in polar lands, although 
wind that blew from the south scorch- 
ed us like the breath front a fiery fur- 
nuce, Many mirages were observed. 
These, the Arabs suy, are created by 
evil spirits to lure travelers fo their 
doom. 

“We had covered 80 miles without 
mishap when a second’s inattention 
caused the car to swerve und the 
wheels sank through the treacherous 
salt crust. Fortunately we had been 
seen, andthe car was lifted out of 
the mud, camels’ thich bones serv- 
ing us levers, by some friendly na- 
tives who conducted us to the villace 
uf Kriz."

He" Owes Most of His Good Health 
at Sixty-Eight to His Love of Qut- 
door "Amusements—Yachting, Mo- 
toring, Shooting, Even Croquet, 
But Not Golf, Are Among His Pas- 
times—Squire of Sandringham. _ 


No European sovercign is so much 
& man of the open air as the King of 
England, and since he came-to the 
throne he has seemed to live even 
more and more vut of dodrs, says an 
English writer. His Majesty’s health 
is excellent evidence of the good re- 
sults which follow abundant exercise 
and much fresh air. He was sixty: 
eight ycoars old last month, but with 
inervasing years he retains his sur- 
prising vigor of mind and body. He 
8 singularly energetic, though not 
active jin the sense of one who walks 
rapidly and far. When there is no- 

ung better available for an out-of- 
door occupation he docs not despise 
the gentle gume of croquet, though he 
has never fallen a victim to golf.

His sec- 
ond thought was to sing the veraes 
he had found in the paper, but how 
could it be done when ho had no tane 
for them? Then « th8ught. came— 
to sing the verses he had found in 
the paper anyway. He put the verses 
before him, touched the keys of the 
organ and sang, not knowing where 
he was going to come out. He fin- 
ished the first verse amid profound 
silence. He took a long breath and 
wondered if he could sing the second 
the same way. He tried it and suc- 
ceeded. After that it was casy to sing 
it. When he finished the hymn the 
meeting was all broken down--throngs 
were crying and ministers were sob- 
bing all around him.”

as fyled in the Exchequer Court is 
set forth in a return tabled in the 
! House yeaterday. 

The company bases its claim as fol- 
lows: The original contract was siga- 
ed by 8. Gluck, manager; W. E. Ko- 
han, secretary, and Hon, Clifford Sif- 
ton on Nov. 28, 1904. On April 14, 
1906, notice was given Hon. Frank 
Oliver, terminating the contract Nov. 
30, 1906. The claim for damages is 
founded on the statement that the net 
profits had been £4,290 per annum, 
and that with three years and five 
months of the contract yet to run, the 
profits would be $71,275. aie 

The Government denies entering in- 
to an agreement. and -sdds« that the 
Government has right to cancel the 
agreement if it appears that the com- 
pany is failing to carry out its obliga- 
tions. xl

ed in the statement of defence that 
the document made by the company 
ax a body corporate on Sth Nov., 
1904.

It Is mouey Ip the pocket and temper 
exnving a8 well to bousekeepers to bare 
fours of apartments and bouses finish- 
ad-to be kept clean aod fresh without 
getting down to the wood. To eluci- 
Zate, the softest wood will wear long- 
er nud look better if It ts well filled 
with: paint and topped with a hard 
varulsh. This makes a sbell-like Gaish 
Into which water or other liquid can- 
not soak. On the other hand, if porous 
wood. such as pine, Is not treated In 
this fashion it retains its original qual- 
Ity, somethlpg in the nature of blot- 
Ung paper, aod any liquid spilled soaks 
in below the surface to be remored 
only by the application of potash or 
otber strong acids. This,in turn de- 
stroys the color, and the floor looks old 
and abused before it has really begun 
{o be used. 

A Jead gray is an excellent color for, 
a kitchen and pantry as well as for a 
hall through which there {s mucb 
tramplog.

To look their best floors before any 
paint is put on shoukd be thoroughly 
scrubbed with soap and ammonia, and 
when dry one coat of paint should be 
put on.

Whether or not a third 
is used depends upon the quality of 
the floor and the long bead of the 
tInndford.

Weapons Used by Assassins Against

The reason of this is twofold—frst 
of all, the possibDity exists that at 





iy a royal tragedy may be exhibited to 
the public In some museum or show, 
and, second, there is a strange super- 
sUous dread existing among relgning 
houses that the existence of the Inno- 
cent but unhaliowed . weapons by 
whieb rulers buve been’ dispatched to 
eternity Is fraught with peril to thelr 
descendants, 

The method of destroying these 
weapons Is a curious one. The wooden 
portions, such as the stocks of pistols 
or the handles of poinards, are burned, 
and tho metal portions are caten away 
fo a bath of altric acid. 

This has been the custom ever since 
(be attempted assassination of Queen 
Isabella of Spain tn 1852 by Merlus. 
Prior to that date the metal work of 
frearms or knives was ground or filed 
away, but the blade of the dagger with 
which Merlus sought to execute his 
dastardly crime proved to be of such 
exquisite temper aud bardncss that Jt 
resisted both file and grindstone. 

This became known to the populace,

Baptists will find little to dispute 
with their co-religionists of the Fed- 
eration alopg general doctrinal lines;

ship. For years this dictrizie has been

Like the rest of us, our Baptist 
‘friends bave been in the past rather 
illogical in all matters religious und 
doctrinal; so much so that many of 
them huve never realized the full 
meaning of their doctrine. The mean- 
ing was grasped in the long ago, but 
has generally been lost sight of with. 
in the last fifty years. If is this: 
Since water immersion is the evidence 
of obedience to Divine instraction and 
since ull of “‘the elett’’ are not only 
linstracted of God but obedient to him, 
itherefére those not bapticad in water 
are not of God’s elect—are not meni- 
bers in his Church. And this in turn, 
‘according to Baptist doctrine, implies 
that all not immersed in water: are 
‘outside of the Church—outsile of the 
umber of “the elect’ — ‘outside of 
Gods’ favor—outside of the salvation 
provided in Christ—and therefore in- 
side the damnation and eternal tor- 
ment which Baptist doctrines imply 
have been forcordained for the eternal

-Do our Baptist friends who meet 
mairmacrsed Christians of other de- 
‘nominations in the walks of Jife frum 
day to day really believe that the fat- 
ter are on. their way to ap eternity 
of torture?

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in the Latin I age. Indeed It is 
within only the last few years that 
Bibles have become cheap and plen- 
tiful and the masses able to read them. 
The doctrine of the Second Advent 
of Christ is common to all denomina- 
tions. And the Adventist belief that 
at that time the earth will be burned 
up is also a feature of all the various 
crecds. Many Adventists have aban- 
doned the thought that the Saviours 
second appearing is at hand. And 
many more are abandoning the 
thought that when he appears Adven- 
tists alone will be saved and all the 
remainder of mankind will participate 
in the destruction and burning which 
shall then engulf the earth. It should 
not be diflicult for them to realize that 
there is no great necessity -for con- 
troversy along the lines of the time 
of Christ’s coming, since they ac- 
knowledge themselves completely in 
the dark on that subject.: Neither 
can we suppose that after thoughtful 
consideration they should feel justi- 
ficd in assuming that they alone are 
“the elect.” Let us hope that with 
broadening sentiment they are more 
and more realising that there are 
saints and sinners in their own num- 
ber, as well as in all denominations 
and as well as in the world; and thut 
“the Lord knoweth them that are his” 
and will care for them, regardless of 
denominational lines. But for that 
portion of Adventists which considers 
the keeping of the Seventh Day of 
the week the all-important part of 
Christianity we sec no ground for Fed. 
eration, unless, indeed, they may 
choose to get about the difficulty by 
counting the calendar the other way 
around the world. Thus they might 
bring their Seventh Day into harmony 
with what others term the First Day. 
Or, by counting the calendar in the 
opposite direction they may still keep 
their Seventh Day and realize that 
others are keeping the same day, 
though calling it the First Day. 
Undoubtedly Alexander Campbeil 
was a good man with a great head. 
And qe | muny of s similar 
class following his lead are to-day 
known as Disciples or Christians. 
Undoubtedly these arc following close- 
ly to apostolic customs in the matter 
of Church orgunization, which in 
many respects 15 beautiful in its sim- 
plicity. ctrinally they claim miost 
faithfully to stand by the Word of God 
alone. And one of their familiar dev- 
clarations is, “When the Word of God 
speaketh we speak; when the Word 
of God is silent we are silent.” But 
this beautiful simplicity of theory our 
Disciple friends have found. difficult 
to work out in practice. Hence we 
find them as strongly iatrenched be- 
hind unwritten creeds as are others 
behind elaborated creeds. These are 
inculeated through the writings ol 
their standard sauthorities—including 
the editors of their leading journals. 
“Disciples” hold most tenaciously us 
the Bible twaching that baptism in 
water is indispensable to the remission 
af sins. This doctrine is supported by 
several Bible texts which declare,

Before pointing out their misappii- 
cations of these texts let us note the 
facts that uccording to their taeor.

Consider the passage critically. 
First, immersion into Christ signiiies 
to the justified believer his immersion 
into, his burial into, the Body of 
Christ as a member of “the Church 
which is his Body" (Ephesians i, 2, 
3).

Curlous official statistics are pub 
lished In Berlin Indicating the fgvorite 
seasons for committing suicide i 
Prussia. May, June and July are the 
“popular” months, Men prefer July. 
while women/favor May, The fewest 
suicides take place in February. Thirty 
per cent of the male and 28 per cent 
of the female suicides occur tn the 
springtime and the next most in the 
summer, autumn and winter in the or- 
der named. 

Berlin registers an average of twenty 
sulcides weekly in June, Youthful per- 
sons prefer the nighttime for sulcide, 
while adults oftener choose the morn- 
ing or afternoon. The fewest suickles 
occur immediately after sunsct.

TINKLING COWBELLS. 


Time Honored Musical instrument 
Needs No Improvement. 

One of the comparatively few things 
tbat the band of Improrement has not 
touched is the cowbell, which is made 
now just as it was a hundred years 
ago. Cowbells are ‘made some of cop- 

and some of a composition metal, 
but most of them are made of iron and 
finished with a coating of bronze. 

‘The cowbell is not cast, It is cut 
from a sheet of ‘metal, which is fold. 
¢d into-shape and riveted. The metal 
loop at the top through which the 
strap fs passed fs riveted Into the bell, 
‘The bells are made of ten sizes, whose 
sounds range ugh an octave. 
Sometimes musicih entertalners who 
play upon bells of one sort and anoth- 
er come to the manufacturer and by 
selection among bells of the various 
sizes find elght bells that are accurate 
scale. 5

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SOME SECRETS OF TEA. 
Sa 2 

its Marvelous Varieties and Properties 
Unknown to Most Housekeepers. 

The average housekeeper approaches 
her grocer generally with the request 
for one pound of black tea, knowing 
Uttle more than this about the article 
being purchased and leaving the rest 
with the grocer. It is often not sus- 
pected by elther dealer or consumer 
that there are as wide differences in 
black tea alone as there are between 
tea and other beverages. There are, 
however, of kinds and gradés of black 
tea alone about 500 and of green 200, 
of Ceylon and India over 500 and Ja- 
pan 100, Now, as all these specimens 
are blended together it follows that it 
{s possible to obtain about 2,000 flavors 
of tea. It is'a remarkable phenome- 
non, therefore, that after hundreds of 
years the average consumer doea not 
know how (o find a favorite specimen 
of this most imporant beverage nor 
how to prepare it after it has been 
‘found. 

Important as it is to know that we 
have the cholece and that there is ope 
that will gire supreme satisfaction if 
“we take the trouble to find !t, yet this 
fact sinks into irsignificance compared 
with the importance of preparing prop- 
erly the favorite when found, for if 
not correctly drawn the choicest on 
earth, which may have cost several 
dollars a pound, will sink to the valuc 
of a repulsive weed. 

There are four exact rules, accord. 
Sng to the authority of the president

of the National Tea Association of 
America, to be followed Io preparing 
tea, and nearly every housewife neg- 
lects at least one of them. In the 
first place, the Oavor of tea uever ap 
pears unless the water Is freshly 
Grawn from the faucet and fs boillog 
furlously when poured on the Icares. 
Nine cooks out of ten never empty the 
kettle of water which boiled for break- 
fast when preparing the toh for supper, 
and if they avold this ‘fatality they 
seldom in their buste walt for the wa- 
ter to boll thoroughly before pourlog 
it on the tea. 3 is sufficient for them 
if the slightest curl of sleam emanates 
when the water Is used, with the re 
sult that the choicest tea in the world 
tastes like cafnip, If both these pit- 
fails are avolded, then the tea fs per- 
mitted to dtaw hardly two minutes 
when the mald, with a ad crush, 
pours it {nto the teapot, and again the 
superb aroma of tbe mse is {nvisible, 
and a wild, weedy solution offends the 
palate. If, agalo, this eNstabke Is es- 
caped, then the berb {. allowed to 
soak fificen to thirty minutes, and 
when served the bouguet bas coiwne 
and gone and notbing but bitter tan- 
nio has dereloped, which, when taken 
into the human economy, plays upon 
the nerves so assiduously as to Gill the 
divorce court with wild and untamable 
cases, 

To bare tea in perfection, says the 
tame tea autborNy, it is only neccs- 
sary to follow these four rules: 

Tet. the water be fresh from the 
faucet. 

Let the water boll furiously Ore rain- 
utes before using. 

Let tbe water remain on the Icaves 
not less than sereu or over ten inin- 
ntes and then be poured off toto an- 
other vessel, : 

Use one full teaspoonful of tea for 
every cup of water, and {f too stroug 
reduce the quantity. 

Tea is fast becoming In this country 
as popular a drink as it bas always 
been In Englacd, and the Englishman 
ts as fond of this Ceverage as bis wom- 
ankind. The great Dr. Johnson once 
deserlbed bimself as “a hardened aud 
shaineless tea drinker who has for

And How It Helps to Make Fruit At- 
tractive, 

Ilave you ever noticed tn restaurants 
those beautifully carved frults—apples 
in nll sorts of queer and fascivating 
forms, radishes shaped tke roses and 
other queec pleces? Most of as who 
haven't French chefs wonder how tt is 
done, and Mrs. Possessor-of-One-Mald 
ofteu wishes things could bo served 
wore attractively for ber own particu- 
jar table. . 

Well, there Is a new kitches devic: 
which will belp a little. It is called an 
ormuge cutter;and its specific mission 
is to cut oranges and grapefruit. 

There ts a long board, possibly fift- 
teen juches in length and ‘four or five 
fu width. [t ls fat on the bottom and 
slighuy copcaved on the top, which 
wakes it look like a huge groove, for 
it 1g but balf an inch or so In depth. 

In the center of the board is a piece 
of Un, sbining and bright. This runs 
down tbe widdle of the groore like an 
untrimuied hedge, for it ts jagged, 
poloted nnd ftrregular. Buf, It ts this 
polnted tin arrangement which does 
the work. 

You .tako tbe orange, place the mid- 
dic of it against the sbarp Un and rol! 
the orange over and oter down the tin 
until you bare gone around the cir 
cumference, and this Is what you bate 
—your frult cut in two and cach Iittle 
half ready to sit up on a dish and look 
most inviting, with Its edge cut in a 
regular design. 

it is casy to operate, does not take 
twuch tine, and the wooden groove 
will cateh the juice or any particles 
that may drop. 











To Carry a Neat Tray.

Experiments With Infante to Show 
That It Is Innate. 

There are many optical Mfesions 
which show that our perception of dis- 
tance, height and space are acquired 
Father than Instinctive, aud in the do- 
main of psychological physiology one 
of the standing controrersies touches 
this point The German school of 
Leipzig is inclined to affirm that all 
our perceptions of distance, area and 
solidity and our ability to distinguish 
between right and left, up and down, 
before and "behind, are acquired as a 
result of Jong practice and experience. 

A person blind from birth who 

4 bas learned to distinguish triangies, 
squares, circles and objects of other 
forms by touch fs not able immedinte- 
ly after the acquisition of sicht to 
distinguish these familiar objects by 
sight aloue. He or she is still com- 
pelled to rely on feeling. In the be- 
sinning all objects appear to such a 
Person (and perhaps they do so In the 
case of babies) as shapeloss, tremulous 
Spots of color situated close to the 
eye. 

In the course’ of the debate that 
raged in Germany some experiments 
Were made with babies. It appeared 
that in bables what must be des¢ribed 
for want of a better term as a sense 
of space seems to exist. The infant 
was held in the arms of: the experi- 
menters for about a minute, at the 
end of which interval the child was 
permitted to drop upon its bed. In 
every instance the child exbibited 2 
dread or panic when {t felt the arms 
of the persons holding It relax. The 
babe, even at ibe age of one month, 
seemed to understand that its sup 
port was departing.

THE OLQ TIME NAVY. 


Treatment of Gritish Jack Tare in 
Nelson's Day.

ed to corporal punishment than is the 
average civilian,

“ Says Ay, 

How the Houses bfave Fared frr For. 
mer Famous Fights. 

The whole of Britain is now. anx- 
fously watching to see what. the Lords 
will do with the budget; and, in view 
of the challenge cf the Commons to 
alter or reject it, i¢ is interesting to 
see how big encounters of a similar 
kind have fared in the past. The first 
great oceasion of such a fight in mod- 
erm times was when the Lonts re- 
jected the famous Reform Rill of 183%. 
That bill, As was quite casily seen, 
would alwr for ever the -superior 
Standing the House of Lords had 
hitherto held. in the constitution, so 
important would be the influx of new 
blood, new types of men, new muthods, 
and new ideas into the Lower House. 
Therefore the majority of the Lords 
Opposed the Reform Bill tooth and 
nail when it came before them. ‘

As may be expected, in the portion 
of the Tower where Britain's Crown 
Jewels are shown to an admiring pub- 
lic thy precautions for their safety 
are carried out on a most elaborate 
seule. Should any visitor be daring 
¢nough to show an inclination to ap- 
propriate Queen Alexandra's latest 
trensure, the Cullinan diamond, 
one of the Beefeaters on duty in the 
room has merely to press a button, 
whereupon the heavy door closes, the 
alarm bell rings below, the outer 
gutes alam and lock, and every person 
within the Tower is instantly cut off 
from the outer world.

ELECTION ABSURDITIES. 


The British Voters Act Abounds In 
Funny Situations. 


The British Parliament cannot be 
dissolved until it hus Leen prorogued. 
The prorogation is effected through 
the Privy Council, which, summoned 
by the Sovereign at the advice of his 
Ministers, adviacs him to proroguc 
Parliament—in other words, to de- 
clare the existing session at an end. 

This procedure must be scrupulous- 
ly carried out before any Parli nt 
Can ccaw: to exist, and during the 
interregnum between the dissolution 
of one Parliament and the assembling 
of the next the executive power is 
vested-in the Privy Council and the 
Lord Chancellor, 

The rvyal proclamation dissolves, 
not the Commons only, but also the 
Lords; and it is interesting to note 
that, while the twenty-eight Irish 
peers sit for lifu, the sixteen repre- 
sentatives which Scotland sends to 
the Upper House are freshly elected 
at_each general election. 

The absurdjtics of Britain’s regis- 
tration laws are numerous. While the 
complicated muchinery of a general 
election has been greatly simplified 
of late years, the qualification which 
enable a man to vote, or the restric- 
tions which prevent him from so do- 
ing, ave in many cases smazi 
absurd. 

Take, for instance, the case of a 
lodeer who has qualified for a latch- 
key vote. He marrics his landlady. 
At once he loses his vote, and it takes 
hin possibly about two years to qual. 
fy for a vote as householder. And 
yet he has been living in the same 
house the whole tithe. 

The unfortunate lodger’s treatments 
at the ruthless bands of the registra- 
tion law is positively brutal. If he 
moves from one house to the next 
divor, he loses his vote, and, until he 
ains it, has no more say in the 
ronment of his country than a 
couvietsd criminal The tenunt oc- 
cupier, on the other. hand, when he 
way thay claim am succession, and 
vote at all.

Drafting Methods by by Whic! Their 
»Strength Is Maintained. 


TRICKS OF THE CONSCRIPTS. 


All Manner of Dodges Are Adopted by 
the Eligible Young Men to Avoid the 
Enforced Military Service That'Is So. 
Hateful to Them. 


We hear a good deal about conscrip- 
Uon, but few people know what It ac- 
tually means, In no country is"every” 
Person who is able to fight drafted 
into the army, Al! males who are Jla- 
ble to serve undergo a physica] exam- 
ination, resulting In only a certalo 
number belng parsed as Ot for service. 

‘No government has sufficient funds 
to draft the whole of these men Iuto 
tbe regular army, so a selection fs 
made by ballot, the number of men en- 
rolled varying a¢cording to the funds 
in the hands of the authorities. 

The pay provided for the conscript 
is necessarily very trifing: indeed and 
will not compare with that paid to-vot 
anteer soldiers, In fact, it is generally 


upon his private means. 

The methods vary in each country. 
But take the case of one. Kuropean 
power, Every male subject not phys- 
featfy incapacitated is Mable to enter 
tho army at the. nge of twenty, ni- 
though those who care to enlist may 
do so at elgbteen>—- 

a register, is kept of all the youths 
who reach the age of twenty lo the 
particular year. Men onder fire feet 
two inches fn helght are exempt frem 
service, an well, of course, 28 those 
who suffer from natural infirmities 
which render tbem unsultablo for ac- 
tlre service, 
ther men are also exempt If they 
have helpless dependenta—thus the 
only son of a widow or of a disabied 
father, the latter category alse inciud- 
ing the only son of a father who ts 
above seventy ycars of age. ‘ben the 
eldeat of a family of orphacs is ex- 
empt, and in the case of two sons only 
one is able, thera belng rarious other 
exemptions, 

‘The term served by the conscript ts 
one of twenty-fvo yeara, three yeare 
being spent in the regular army, six 
and one-half in tbe army reserve, alt 
in the territorial) army and the re 
maining olpe and a bait years in the 
territorial reserre, all llabflity to serr- 
ice ceasing at forty-fire. 

The service ts frequently so bated 
that all manner of methods are adopt- 
ed !p order to avold [t, In many 
cases substitutes are provided by th 
wealthy, though there are striogent 
reguiations witb regard to the pro- 
vision of the substitutes. 

Ip most European countries military 
malingering in order to avold compul- 
sory military service has reached the 
stage of a fine art. In {nct, 2 formida- 
bie list of new crimes bas been added 
to the statutes as a result, and medical 
mer frequently bave to suffer for thelr 
assistance in this particalar kind of 
fraud. 

‘bus some time ago a pumbder of 
Cologne doctors were arrested upon a 
cbarge of baring administered pills to 
young conscripts. These pills consist- 
ed of drugs which produced the symp- 
toms of heart disease so effectively os 
completely to decelve the military au 
thorities, witb the result that tbe con- 
scripts were declared unfit for service 
Ip this case the fraud was brought to 
Nght by one of the conscripts dying as 
Q result of an overdose of the medi- 
clone. 

Jo Germany, where the conscript is 
frequently treated with the greatest 
Sarsbuess, there are very few towna 
where there are not specialists whose 
Dving depends solely 1p fnducing such 
a condition of affaira as will reader 
young men exeinpt by reason of unilt- 
pess. 

In the Brencb army it ts quite com- 
mon for youths to feign all manner of 
fils, deafness being the usual allmeut 
trusted to fp order to escape the serv- 
fee. As a result the military doctors 
have mado an especial study of meth- 
ods of detecting feigned deafness and 
to trap the cunning youth who acta 
tbe part of a deaf man. 

Another common practico in France 
is to tamper with the eyesight, though 
this frequently results in permanent 
injury. For instance, short sight ts 
produced by wearing powerful con- 
cave glasses for a considcrable time 
despite the risk of bringing about per- 
manent bilndness. It fs no uncom. 
mon occorrence for men to commit sul- 
cide rather than submit to forced serv- 
ico in the army. 

In eastern Europe most brutal metb- 
ods are adopted by parents in order 
that thelr sons may bo able to work 
for them instead of serving in the 
army. The boys are frequently Ili 
treated, and It fs not at all uncommon 
even for their limbs to be broken or 
their sight to be destroyed in order to 
prevent any Ukelihood of their having 
to become soldiers, 

Switzerland probably has the cheap 
est army and tho least burdensome 
methods of conscription, the service 
being much lighter than in tho other 
continental armies. Indeed, tho con- 


script in the infantry army bas to un-_ 


dergo actual training for only 135 days 
during the entire pertod of his service. 
—Philadelpbia Ledger.

“TNEWFOUKDLAND'S WOODS. 
Island's Pulp Forests Have a Chain 
All Their Own. 3 
Paper-making is ono of those rare 
trades which keep alive the romance 
of elemental life and are curiously 
beneficent to the long chain of their 
workers, says W. Beach Thomas in 
The Montreal Standard.

NEW IDEA IN BRIUGES. ” 
Handsome Trussed Concrete Bridge 


on the Etobicoke. 


With the opening recently of the 
new bridge across the Etobicoke 
River connecting tho counties of 
York and Pee) at the Middle road, a 
new era in bridge-building in Canads 
‘began. For many months bridge- 
builders and engineering experts 
have been waiting to see whether 
the theories of the two young 
Canadian engineers, Frank : 
and Clarence R. Young, would stand 
the tests on the day of trial. Doth 
men are well kuown in Toronto, Mr. 
Barber being engineer for the County 
of York, aud Mr. Young a lecturer 
on engineering at th: University of 
Toronto, Since centering into part- 
nership they have advocated building 
bridges of reinforeed concrete, the 
whole weight to be carried on trunses 
built of reinforced concrete. They 
claimed that the cost woukl be no 
greater than an all-stce] construction, 
that it would carry a greater load, 
present a more beautiful architectural 
appearance, and outlast by many 
times the ordinary life of a steel 
bridge. The theories were plausible, 
‘Dut no council wished to be the first 
Xo experiment. 

Receatly when the County Coun- 
cils of York and Pcel decided to build 
a steel bridge across the Etobicoke 
Mr. Barber renewed his efforts to 
out his theories, and the councils don- 
sented to jointly share the risk of an 
experiment. The contracter, Mr. O. L. 
Hicks, agreed to accept the contract 
at the price of the lowest tender for 
a steel bridge, and the work was be- 
gun in May. ¢ 

Once a freshet came down the 
river, which at the bridge is eighty- 
two feet wide, and swept away.a jot 
of—etaging and forms, Finally the 
metal work in the shape of nineteen 
tons of three-quarter inch steel rods 
and stec] trusses was put in places 
and surrounded by wooden “forms.” 
It took three months to get it ready. 
Then early in the grey dawn of a 
Monday morning a gang of amen 
sturtel to work mixing the conerete 
and filling the forms. They worked 
continuously from daybreak till #fter 
sunset cach night for six nights. At 
night they slept. on the ground beside 
their work. Very close to the hour 
of midnight on the Satugday night the 
last shoveliul of conercte wes thrown 
in, and the men celebrated the oc- 
easion in their own way. Their ob- 
ject in getting the wet mixture in 
quickly was to murke the bridge one 
solid piece of concrete. 

All of the usual tests have beon 
applied, and an extra novel and un- 
rehearsed one.

Hence they 
ure willing, nay, anxious, for Feder- 
nition, and ask only that their “face 
be saved,” by some acknowleds- 
ment of the long-idolized thought that 
ability to expound the Seriptures and 
the Grace of (iod in expounding 
them could be had only through: the 
channel.
